. PURPOSE AND NEED

The purpose of this project is to improve the drainage on US 27 by replacing the L&N Overpass
bridge and improving the typical section on US 27.

An additional page will be allowed with the project approach in the response to
announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the evaluation
factors for the DBE Participation Plan.

The selected Consultant will be required to provide Preliminary Engineering Services, including
the preparation of engineering studies, identification of appropriate typical sections, identifying
any utility impacts, performing drainage design, developing dependable cost estimates,
conducting and preparing documents for public meetings, and providing documents and/or
plans to be used in obtaining an approved Environmental Document.
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This project will be advanced to Final Roadway Design, with a Contract Modification. The
selected consultant will then be required to provide engineering services to perform Phase Il
Roadway Design, including the preparation of any design studies, drainage design, right-of-way
plans, construction plans, traffic control plans, and cost estimates.
